5. The above examiners amendment was necessary in order to provide a 
descriptive title that is clearly indicative of the claimed invention. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art discloses semiconductor devices having logic, memory, an 
antenna and transistors that turn on when an antenna provides a voltage greater 
than a threshold voltage. The cited art does not teach or suggest the invention 
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recited in independent claims 1 and 2 and particularly the Vth control supplying a 
Vth control signal to at least one of the logic portion and the memory portion 
depending on the detection result of the operating frequency of the logic portion 
and/or the memory portion and inputting the Vth control signal to the second gate 
electrode. 

The claimed invention is allowable over the art of record because the art 
of record does not teach or suggest a semiconductor device comprising a logic 
portion, a memory portion, a detecting portion detecting at least one of an 
operation frequency of the logic portion and an operation frequency of the 
memory portion, a Vth control supplying a Vth control signal to at least one of the 
logic portion and the memory portion depending on a detection result from the 
detecting portion, an antenna that provides at least a portion of electric power to 
the logic portion, wherein each of the logic portion and the memory portion 
comprises at least one transistor, the at least one transistor has a first gate 
electrode input with a logic signal and a second gate electrode input with the Vth 
control signal as claimed in independent claims 1 and 2.
